Hogs on Concrete Floors 

It is very likely to be injurious to 
brood sgys to have to lie on concrete 
floors fn their sleeping apartments, 
The concrete floor is all right, but it 
should be covered With boards. The 
best arrangement {fs to have the en- 
tire floor of concrete, then each pen 
provided with a removable wooden 
floor, made of inch boards, and by 
making this floor in two parts it can 
be readily lifted and the concrete, 
thoroughly disinfected and cleaned 
out either at various seasons, or 
when occasion requires. Hogs lying 
on concrete are likely to get rheu- 
matic. The ‘concrete seems to draw 
the heat from the body of the resting 
animals and chills them through in a 
short time. This difficulty is over 
come by the use of the wooden floop

AUSTRIA HALTS EMIGRATION 
No Abie-Bodied Man May Leave the 
Country Befcre He Is 36 
Tho large volume of omigration to 
the United States has caused u consid- 
erable falling off in the number of 
Austrians Hable for military service, 
ama to an estimated total of 70,- 


In order to reduce this exodus the 
Austrian government has just estab- 
lished a bureau attached to the Viea- 
Na police office with pow-:r tocontrol 
feneral travelers’ movements and to 
Give an account of themselves. 

Travelers will Lave to provide them- 
selves with passports, a practice which 
in inland travel has been obsolete 
Since 1857. A most important rule 
concerns the prohibition of emigration 
for men between the ages of 17 and 
86. While hitherto men were free to 
emigrate after having served their 
three years in the first line of the 
army, now they will have to stay in 
the country thirteen years more, until 
they have served in the reserve, the 
zandwehr and the Landstrum, which 
is likely materially to reduce the num- 
vd of able-bodied emigrents to Amer- 
ea. 

A special agent of the bureau will 
be stationed on the frontiers with 
power to intercept would-be emi- 
grants.

Western Canada has the wood and 
the water powers, it also has the 
rivers and streams for driving the 
logs, and means of transportation by 
rail is getting more efficient and easy 
of access year by year. Pulp and 
paper can be produced as economically 
in the West as in any other part of 
ths Dominion. It is an industry which 
will stand the fullest investigation. 
The market's demand is incessant 
and growing yearly by leaps. 

While the development of the pu!p 
and paper industries in Western Can 
ada has not been as rapid as we 
would like to see it, there is bound 
to be more rapid development in the 
next few years under the stable 
national policy that the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments have adopted 
with respect to the manufacture of 
paper. It is safer to go slow now 
and maintain a firm ‘policy along 
national lines than to permit the large 
mills in Wisconsin and other points 
south of the line to exploit the Can 
adian market without restrictions. 
However, the Canadian capitalist must 
hasten the development of paper mills 
in the West, and take advantage of 
the great home market there is there

George Westinghouse, who died re- 
e@ently in New York, aged 68, was 

of the greatest inventors of mod- 
times , known all through the 
1d as the inventor of the Westing- 
mean air brake and many other de- 
vices and appliances which have 
eompletely revolutionized modern 
erode of transportation, was ‘born 
@ Central Bridge, Schoharie county, 
New York, on October 6, 1846, the 
of Geotge and Emeline Vedder 
estinghouse. His father’s ances- 
ters came from Germany and settled 
fs Massachusetts and Vermont before 
the revolution. On his mother’s side 
ts came from Dutch-Hnglish stock. 

The father of George Westinghouse 
was a mechanical engineer and an 
faventor of various mechanical ap- 

ces. In 1856 he removed to 
mectady, N.Y., where he estab- 
ed the, Schenectady Agricultural 

‘orks. oung George received his 
early education in the public schools 
ef Central Bridge and Schenectady 
and seemed to have inherited from 
Bis father not only love for mechani- 
eal science, but also inventive ability. 
He spent a great deal of his time in 
Bis father’s factory and became thor- 
oughly familiar with machinery and 
@e mechanical principles upon which 
they were based. He was only fifteen 
years old when he made his first in- 
ventivn, a rotary engine, which he af- 
terwards perfected. 

As a young man he became Inter- 
ested in military matters and he be- 
eame a member of the Twelfth Regi- 
ment of the New York National 
Guard. When the Civil War began he 
enlisted and served in the Sixteenth 
New York Cavalry from June 1863 un- 
til November, 1864, when he became 
an assisiant engineer in the navy, 
gerving on the Muscota and later in 
the Potomac fleet. After the close of 
the war be returned to Schenectady 
and entered Union College for a class- 
feal course. ‘ 

Immediately after his return from 
the war young Westinghouse took up 
Mis mechanical work and studies and 
fm the same year invented a device 
for placing derailed railroad cars 
upon the track. He remained in col- 
lege only to his Sophomore year and 
devoted himself entirely to his work 
fm the machine shop. He was only 
twenty years of age when he invent 
ed the air brake. Going to Troy one 
@ay, a delay, caused by a collision 
between two freight trains, suggested 
to Mr. Westinghouse the idea that a 
Brake under t 


eident. 


In his first experiments, 
tempted to use steam for working the 


brakes, but the plan was not feas- 
fble, as experience showed. An art- 
fcle on the employment of compress- 


ed air in drilling the Mont Cenis tun- 
mel suggested to Westinghouse to try 
compressed air instead of steam in 
evolving the Westinghouse air brake 
fm its original form. The first patent 
on his invention was issued April 13, 
1869, and in the following year the 
Westinghouse Air Brake Company 
was organized. The inventor found 
ft very difficult at first to introduce 
his invention. The railroads—had lit- 
tle confidence in the possibility of 
stopping a train with ‘“‘wind.” West- 
fmghouse among other railroad mag- 
mates approached Commodore 
@erbilt, but the latter broke off the 
fnterview by saying “I have no time 
to waste with fools.” 

Young Westinghcuse did not lose 
his courage, however, and at last 
succeeded in obtaining the consent 
of the superintendent of the Steuben- 
ville division of the Panhandle rail- 
road to test the air brake on a train 


ef cars. The trial took place in Oc- 
tober, 1868, and proved a brilliant 
success. In fact, the air brakes 


proved the means of preventing a 
Berious collision during the test. Af- 
ter that Mr. Westinghouse had no dif- 
ficulty 
railroad officials, and in a few years 
DMs air brake wag introduced by the 
railroads throughout the country. 

Mr. Westinghouse continued to im- 
prove his brake, and also made other 
fmventions in railway signals, steam 
and gas engines, steam turbines, and 
electrical machinery. He was the 
pioneer’ in introducing alternating 
eurrent machinery in America, which 
made possible the electrical trans- 
missisn of water power. He estab- 
Mshed large works in the United 
Btates, England, France and Germany 
for the manufacture of air brakes and 
electrical machinery, and became the 
head of corporations representing a 
capitalization of more than §$100,000,- 
@00 and giving employment to more 
than 25,000 men. In recognition of 
his eminent services to science and 
industries, foreign governments con- 
ferred decorations upon him, scienti- 
fic societies made him honorary mem- 
ber, and Union College conferred up- 
on liim the honorary degree of Ph.D. 
In August, 1867, he married Marguer- 
fte Erskine Walker in Brooklyn, who 
survives him, together with their only 
son, George Westinghouse, jr.

MAY REPI DIATE MARRIAGES 


Warning Issued to Christian Women 
Who Wed Hindus or 
Mohammedans 


The state department has issued 


Public notice through the Canada Ga- 
zette and through despatches to the 
various provircial governments that 
matriages between women of British 
nationality, professing the Christian 
religion, and Moslems. Hiudus and 
other persons belonging to countries 
where polygamy or concubinage is 
legal, should not be allowed unless 
these women are first warned that 
Such marriages may be repudiated by 
the husbands if they return to the 
country of their birth. The influx of 
Hindus in Bvzitish Columbia with the 
exclusion of their womankind, lends 
point to ths warning. 

The notice is given through the re- 
petition of a circular received from 
the colonial office. This circular 
states that while the registrar of mar- 
riages has no power, according to 
British laws, to pervent such mixed 
marriages, cure should be taken to 
make the position clear to every wo- 
man contemplating such union. It is 
pointed out that while the marriage 
would be valid as long as the husband 
remained in Canada it would not ne- 
cessarily be valid if he returned to 
India or to his own Mohammedan 
country. Uader the “personal” la-, 
the Hindu may, if he desires, take 
other wives in addition to the first 
without consulting his Christian wife 
in any way. The forms observed at a 
marriage under British law are not 
necessarily recognized by Moham 1e- 
dan law as giving any legal relation- 
ship and afford no protection to his 
wife in a ccuntry where Mohamme- 
dan law is observed. Where a mar- 
riage relationship is constituted 
which the Mohammedan law will rec- 
ognize a Mohammedan husband may 
divorce his wife at will without any 
legal formality beyond that of repud- 
ating her, 


OWNERSHIP OF SPITZGERGEN 


Scheme for Internationai Control ‘o 
Be Settled In jun, 
Delegates from England, France, 
Holland, Germany, Denmark, Sweden, 
Russia and Norway will meet June 17 
next to decide the status of Spitz- 
bergen, those Arctic islands famous for 
the point of departure for many Arec- 

tic expeditions, 
The congress is due to an invitation 
of the Norwegian gove:nment made 
five years ago. The powers which 
will be represented at Christiania 
next June are those which in the first 
instance signified their willingness to 
accept the Norwegian invitation. 
American participation is justified on 
the ground of the important coal min- 
ing interests in Americzn hands. 
| There are also four’ British com- 
| panies engaged in the coal industry, 
which is the chief mineral exploited. 
The Germans possess an excelient 
meteorological and wireless tele- 
graph station. 

The problem of policing the {slands 
has long been a pressing one, and 
this question has naturally «formed 
the chief concern of the three Nort'- 
ern Powers, Norway, Sweden and 
Russia, who, by virtue of their spec- 
ial interests. have agreed io submit 
to the general conference a draft con- 
vention based upon a memorandum 
by the Norwegian government. By 
this agreement—if the original text 
is confirmed at the preliminary mect- 
ing on June 4—Spitzbergen is to be 
declared neutral territory open to all 
nations and under international con- 
trol. The administration is to be in 
the hands of a commission composed 
of one representative for each c. the 
three powers. The cost of admin- 
istration is to be covered by land 
taxes and other taxes, which, how- 
ever, are to be subject to the assent 
of all the signatory powers. Any de- 
ficit is to be charged to al: the pow- 
ers. It is proposed that the conven- 
tion shall be-renewable every eigh- 
teen years.

Late Jos. Fels’ Fortune to be De 
voted to Charitable and Soclo- 
logical Activities 
Excepting $50,000 devised to ae 
friend, Walter Coates of Middles- 
brough, Yorkshire, England, who was 
his private secretary, the widow of 
Joseph Fels, millionaire manufactur- 
er and economist, becomes possessed 
of her husba7l’s vast estate to carry 
on the charitab:e and sociological ac- 

tivities of her husband. 

The document appointed Mrs. Fels’ 
saurice and Camual Fels, brothers, 
and Mr. Coates, to be executors. 

Iter Coates has already declared 
that Mrs, Fels is preparing a list of 
movements, settlements and enter: 
prises of her husband, which will be 
maintained and extended by her, as 
his successor, Mrs, Fels, for many 
years was her husband’s intimate 
counsellor and co-worker, in his var- 
ied activities. 

Of these plans, Mr. Coates says: 
“Though ths partnership between 
husband and wife has been dissolved 
by death, the business in which they 
shared interest, that of bettering the 
condition of humanity, will be fore- 
most in the mind of the surviving 
widow.” - 

The vacant lot movément here and 
abroad will continue to enlist the phil- 
arthropist’s widow. 

Mr. Coates declared the experiment 
{n farm labor colonies. established 
with Mr. Fels’ assitance in England, 
where able bodied paupers are being 
put to work to earn their living by 
cultivating the ground, will be among 
the movements most sure to retain 
the support of the Fels fortune. 

Those families who are living on 
the small holdings which Mr. Fels’ 
practical experiments in colonisation 
trade possible, need not fear for their 
hemes. The fruit growers at Per- 
shore, in Worcestershire, England, 
the colonies of cr*ftsmen he extab- 
lished and the model villages he 
helped, will not be disbanded because 
of Jack of sustaining and encouraging 
interest. 

It is estimated that Mr. Fels gave 
away more than $250,000 every year 
toward the single tax propaganda. He 
contributed $25,000 a year to the Jos. 
Fels’ fund cf America, gave $25,000 
annually in Great Britain in bis var- 
fous colonies and spent $5,000 each 
in Denver and Canada. 


SHED LIGHT ON HISTORY 


Sir John A. Macdonald’s Papers and 
Letters Are Placed in 
Archives 


A rema,kable collection of docu- 
ments and letters bearing upon the 
political history of Canada and re- 
garded as one of the most valuable 
ever handed over to the archives of 
Canada, has just been presented to 
that institution by Sir Joseph Pope. 
It comprised all of the correspond- 
cace and papers of Sir John A, Mac- 
donald and covers the whole of the 
great premier’s life from boyhood al- 
most to the day of his death. The 
papers number nearly 100,000. 

On the death of Sir John a stipula- 
tion was made that these documents 
should be withheld from public use 
for a stated period, and they have re- 
mained in the custody of his former 
secretary and biographer, Sir Joseph 
Pope. This restriction has now been 
removed, except with respect to cer- 
tain papers bearing upon questions 
still before the country and relating 
to persons who are still living. 

All the papers have been well pre- 
served and are invaluable in their 
bearing upon the political history of 
the country covering as they do in 
closest detail the period from 1867 to 
1892. They are now being bound for 
transfer, to the archives, where they 
will shortly be available for public in- 
spection. They sbed new light on 
some of the events of Canada’s his- 
tory. 


A GERMAN WAR PF.OPHET 
Scheldermann Says No More Strife In 
Western Europe 
Philip Scheidermann, first vice-pres- 
ident of the German Reichstag and 
a distinguished leader of the Social- 
Democratic party of Germany, visit- 
ing St. Louis, assured the Post-Dis- 
patch there will never be another war 
in Western Europe. The workingmen 
of Germany, France ance Great Brit- 
ain, he said, are organized, as So- 
clalists, in opposition to war, and are 
resolved not to fight each other at 

the command of their rulers.

H. Haskins Says the Development of 
the Peace River Country Within the 
Short Space of Three or Four Years 
Has Been Enormous and Civiliza- 
tion Is Pushing Northward. 

H. Haskins, who visited Victoria, 
B.C., recently from Pouce Coupee, in 
the Peace river country, gave an ac- 
count of that district which fs full of 
interest. On his way out to Edson 
recently, he met 400 scttlers’ teams 
going in. Ilundreds more will be g0- 
ing in weekly by other routes, via 
Lesser Slave lake, and even by Pine 
Pass from ort George. ; 

Mr. Haskins himself has establisu- 
ed a store at Dawson Creek, on the 
Pouce Coupee river, which runs into 
the Peace just to the east of the dl- 
viding line between B.C. ~ and 
Alberta. He is in the big block sur- 
veyed and held by the Dominion gov- 
ernment for settlers, which is being 
settled up rapidly. Tho country on 
both sides of the Pouce Coupee river 
is prairie to the extent of some 200,- 
000 acres, and is already a name to 
conjure with among the intending im- 
migrants from the Edmonton side. 

The climate of this country seems 
to be delightful, both in summer and 
winter, and some idea of the short du- 
ration of snow will be gained from 
the fact that the snow was beginning 
to melt from the trail out even on) 
March 1. This year the snow did not 
begin to lie ntil the middle of Jan-; 
uary. In the summer, tho big brown 
mesquito is thick on human skin and 
animal hide for abaut a month, and 
following him comes the season of 
the no-see-ums, but it is by no means 
general to wear mosquito bar in the 
Pouce Coupee. 


Agricultural We Ith 


Grain and many varieties of vege- 
tables grow in the utmost profusion, 
said Mr. diaskins, and there is an ex- 
cellent market for everything that 
ean be grown. Last season, Mr. 
Tromley, a settler, who has been on 
Dawson creek or the last eleven 
years, crew fifteen tons of potatoes, 


and then Mr. Haskins had to bring| 
his supply from lower down the! 
Peace, at Dunvegan. Barley, oats, |! 


onions, wheat, turnips—to mention a} 
few things—all do exceedingly well, 
and large quantities of cereals were | 
grown in the Peace district last sea-| 
son. 

The development of this new coun-| 
try within the short space of thrce 
or four years has been enormous, and 
the settler who goes in now is by no 
means leaving civilization behind) 
him. At Grande*Prairie and Saska- 
taon lake are a branch of the Bank 
of Commerce, a flour mill, sawmills 
and three stures, and another saw- 
mill is to be established by Mr. Trom- 
ley on Dawson creek. 

Another town which Mr. ‘Haskins 
says is going ahead is that of Peace 
river crossing, where ranches within 
one mile of the river ar» selling for 
large sums, and whese a fine hotel 
hes been put up.
